STATISTICS, 

The pumber of Odd-Fellows in the 
United States, in round pumbers, is 
three hundred thousand. The largest 
number in any one State isin Pennsyl- 
vania, where the Order pumbers 67,000 
In New York there are 16.000, in 
Ohio the same number, in 
California about 10000. The fact. cf 
their immense preponderance in Penn- 
tyivania is probably owing almest solely 
to the exertions of one man—the late 
Grand Secretary Ridgely, who was a 
most active Oid-Fellow, uevoted heart 
and soul tothe principles of the Order, 


exertions to advance itia every possidle 
way. The propinguity, too, of the resi- 
dence of Wildey, thefounder of Odd- 
Fellowship, who lived for many years 
in Baltimore and was much in Pailadel- 
phia, may have had something to do 
with it. Marviand numbers some 000 
Odd-Fellows, In Tennessee there are 
eighty-five lodges, and about 3500 mem- 
bers, of whom over a teath are in Mem- 
phis.

The name often confuses and perplexce 
intelligent end liberal-miuded people. 
Why, itis asked, assume a designation 
so singular, if the object be excellent, 
and such as all good men would com- 
mend? The candid inquiry should be, 
what is the object, what the fiuit of the 
tree claimcod to be prolific of gocd? 
the suggestion should be made why Free 
Masonry is so called, practical 
forming at this day no part of its work, 
the reply would doubtiess ba, that, al. 
though such is the fact, it doce not fol- 
low that the name is idle or inapvropri- 
ate, since there masy be-a fitness in its 
application of an entirely independent 
character. Thename of Free Masonry 
may, and actually does impor’, associa- 
tions significant of and inseparable from 
the origin of the order. Havicg had its 
beginuing centuries ago with the artisans 
of the masonic craft for their mutuai pro. 
tection and secognition, aud the advance- 
ment of their nobis art, the history of its 
early struggies to maintain its }aiversai 
ity, and ao fhousand other haiiowed 
memories connected with its progress 
amid the fall of empires and the cou fi'cis 
of nations, have justiy inspired @ venera- 
tion for its nerae, notwithstanding its 
practical appositencss may have ceased 
to exiat. Jis name i: affectionately cher- 
ished ky its yoteries, because it has livei 
and moved, and bad g prolonged and 
useful belng through the yast past; still 
lives ia the teeming end novel presente, 
and gives promiss thatit wiil eurvive 
through the distant and pregoant fyture. 
So with Odd Fellowship ; it aleo had its 
origin with tbe sonscf toil, and of the 
same craft, viz: the miarble masons of 
London, at the closes of the ‘ast century. 
A wise Providence led men, whose dally 
bread depended upon thejrealiy toil, by 
association to form a common fund, and 
thus to secure in health the means of 
support when prestrated by disease, Inu 
its experimental outset, like ree Mason- 
ry, it en@ountered cGorresponding 
ordeal; it had mo prestige to smooth its 
uneven and obstructed pathway ; reliant 
only upon its instrinsic worth, it also has 
survived obloquy aud prejudice for more 
than half a century, and bea lived to 
attain iis present meridian hight, Cao 
it excite wonder that these memories, 
which cluster around the pame of Odd 
Fellow, should sscure for it s love and 
veneration that overcome and subdue 
the merely fastidious taste which wouid 
discard or shun it? Noone can affirm 
that the name, though the cause of much 
prejudice, has not been, in a proportion: 
ate degree, an element of success. Con- 
ceived in bumility, it has achieved aud 
become identified with an honorable dis- 
tinction. Its good deeds have made it 
familiar to the public ear and popular 
mind. Wherefore, then, the wisdom or 
the propriety of changing it? Such 4 
change would not now be possible. It. 
cannot be made. 

OLIRCT. 

The idea of Odd-Fellowship at the be- 
ginning, instinctive ofa wise Providence, 
was, as has been already stated, mutual 
relief and protection. It was, it is true, 
a crudely digested system, if system it 
could be called. This idea, embodied 
into substantial form, and disciplined by 
experience aud observation, coutinues to 
be a vital, although by no means the pre- 
dominant element of its organ:zatiou. 
It assumes, also, a cardinal office, an 
earnest and uaremitting care for the 
moral bealth of its membership. Man 
has a moral as Weil as a physical nature, 
and the wants of each being reciprocal, 
they keep equal pace and move ia par- 
aliel lines. There is a muiual depend- 
ence which controls both. In truth, 
there is no appetite of the human body 
more craving aud inexorable, than is the 
insatiate hunger of the human heart for 
moral- support. Infirmity of body, as 
well as thatof mind, is Common to bu- 
manity; aod there exists necessarily, as 
inseparabie from this condition, & corres- 
ponding natural desire for sympathy. 
fo supply this ever recurring want, Oud- 
Fellowship addreeses itself, by a comop:- 
nation of efforts, in aid of the moral as 
well as.of the physical man. These two 
aims happily blended, comprehend iis 
lever power against penury and vice, by 
which it labors to mitigate as we!l ‘‘ the 
ills to which fash is beir,’’ as to elevate 
and ennoblie our nature. 


IT 3 SECRESY. 


The term sectesy denotes something 
bidden or conceakd from the common 
eye. So advice and immorality instine- 
tively shun the light and shrink from its 
gezainto the darkest recess; mankind 
are accustomed to associate evil with 
every private or secret organization ; 
henee, the too general condemnation of 
Oid. Fellowship and other kindred benev- 
olent societies. Under the prompting of 
this ordinary prejudgment, it is often

or rather universal anatbemaS’ against 
secresy in the abstract. ‘To follow where 
its conclusions lead would be to involve 
acciety in inextricable confusion, since 
secresy or mystery, in so far as human 
intellect can reach, is rather the rule 
than the exeeption. There is no relation 
of life or sphere of nature, without its 
proper and inevitable secret—no scienée, 
no art, no philosophy, nothing beneath 
the sun which |

Abs‘ract secrecy or secrecy of itsel’, is, 
therefore, n0 valid okjectior. There ia, 
however, & sense in which secrecy is au 
evil; that ia when it is perverted, just as 
any other principle, however good in 
itself, when abused will exert a mis- 
chievous influence. The true touchstone 
is the wse, not the abuse, of secrecy; to 
this test Ojd Fellowship cordially sub- 
mits its work. 

But, epart from tbis view of the gen- 
eral subject, strange as it may sound to 
the unitiated, it is nevertheless true that 
Odd Fellowsbip is not a secret society. 
by far the larger portion of its ritual, or 
work, ia in print, and is known to thous- 
suds aud hundreds of thousands; all of 
its general legislation, comprising vol- 
umes of matter, is acceezible to the pub- 
lic eye, and much of its ceremonial! is 
constantly ditp'ayed to the public gaze. 
True, it poseceses an unwritten and un- 
spoken language, intelligible only to the 
membership. The language is, however, 
unimportant to the outside worid, since 
it serves simply the purpose of mutual 
recognition between those to whern it is 
known. ‘Tose members of the family 
have exclusive claims upon the supply 
which their joint labors and contribu- 
tions have stored; hence it is fitting that 
safeguards should be thrown around 
these claims—how otherwise could a 
mutual relief eociety, in the secular sense 
of the word, be sustained? ‘his is all 
the secrecy of Odd Fellowship. 

ifs GOY ERNMENT. 

All objeets, the successful attainment 
of which is hoped for by the combina- 
tion of masses of men, and the consoli 
dation of many minds into a single will, 
demand a subordination which can only 
be maintained by asystem of law and 
order. Odd Feilowship, in conformity 
to this experience, has an organizition 
peculiar to itself. It has ® paramount 
fundamental law, embodied in the form 
of a written constitatioo, emanating 
from a supreme federal head, styled the 
Grand Lodge of the {/nited States. This 
beady is representative in its cparacter, 
and exercises executive, legislative and 
judicial powers. It assembles once 
year; during its recess its chief oflicer, 
called the M. W. Grand Sire, choseu bi- 
eanially by the body itself, is vested with 
exectitive power within constitations! 
limits, From the Grand Lodgs; of the 
Uaited States, as the great beart of the 
order, flow, and are distributed, the ram- 
ified powers and functions which sre 
possessed and exercised by its subordi- 
nate agencies. The first, and the most 
important of these, are the State, Terri- 
torial, provincial or colonial grand bodies, 
e0 Gailod for the reason that their sphere 
of action is confined to their respective 
geographical limits, These bodies each 
have written coustitutions and general 
laws for the government of the order 
within their respective jurisdictions, en- 
acted by themselves, but subject to the 
approval of the Grand Lodge of the 
Uuited States. From them, also, . are: 
chcsen biennially the representatives to 
the Grand Lodge of the United S.ates, 
and by them alone are the prinyary as- 
sembiies ef the order, the subordinate 
bodies, created and immediately euper- 
vised, subjeet, however, to ritual and 
general regulations, which are alike eom- 
mon to every Lodge of Odd-Fellows 
throughout ihe globe. The subordinate 
Lodge isthe active working theater of 
the order, ac0d membershipin good stand- 
ing in any Lodge, evidenced uy proper 
authority, is a passport to admission into 
ay Lodge, wherever situated, and to aid 
and assistanes from it when the brother 
who desires the one, or needs the other, 
makes known his character, This sys- 
tem of gover:ment has proved so admi- 
rably adapted to the great object of the 
institution that perfect fellowship and 
subordination have prevailed ever since 
its formation; each body adbering to its 
eppropriate sphere, aed all moving in 
perfect harmony a3 & whole. 

RELIGIOUS ASPECTS. 

Fellowship is a moraj, not reli- 
gious organization. ‘The religious world 
is divided into many gects, each intent 
upon the promotion of ite peculiar plaus 
aud interests, and of consequence want- 
ing in that unity of aciion so essential io 
every secular iastituiion to tke secure 
ment of these great results which ilu3- 
trate the triumph of benevolence and 
charity. This wagt is, ins good degree, 
met by the employment of 
not amepabie to eugh ea disability, and in 
whieh men of may sects and greeds- 
may’ cordially co-operate and labor, upon 
common ground, for the relief of buman 
suffering. Such an iastitation Is Odd- 
Fellowship. It does not array itself 
against nor presume 
to arrogate its functions, or to 
superyise its teachings. {ts lodges are 
not the ecuncl! rooms of enmity to reli- 
gious, civil, moral or social organ y stlous, 
Far otherwise; all its oracies and in- 
structions in relation to these gra /e sub- 
jects find their warrantand authority ip 
the Divine law, under the inspiration of 
which it proclaims the golden rule as 
the sublimest tlustyation of the law of 
love. 


THE SUBORDINATE LODGE. 
Five or more members of the order in 
good standing, by which is meant that 
they are clear of the books of the Lodge 


and free from any charge affecting char- 


acter, may petition for auibority to insti- 
tute a Lodge. The petition must be ad- 
dressed to the State, Territorial or Pro- 
vinecial or Colonist Grand Lodge within 


proposed to locate the Lodge. If no 
Grand Lodge exists in such community, 
then the application must be addressed 
tothe Grand Lodge of the United States; 
or, if in recess, to the M. Grand Sire. A 
subordinate Lodge is the elementary or- 
ganization of the order, and, as has 
already been said, is the active field of 
its labors, It is there that the initiete 
receives his first impressions of Odd- 
Fellowship. .There the broad fouude- 
tion npon which the whole super- 
siructure rests is Isid bare to him, 
abd the brotherhood cf man is taught 
as the inspiration of Deity and the 
first law of nature. The lessons and 
instructions there rehearsed within his 
hearing, will create in him new impres- 
sions, if he be not wholly callous and ia- 
sensible to*the voice of humanity and to 
the counsels of wisdom. The business of 
a subctdinate Lodge is, however, chiefly 
administrative; its peculiar office is to 
provide the means to meet the claims of 
its sick and distressed members; to care 
for them proper!y during their illness ; to 
bury the dead ; to succor the widow, and 
to educate the crphan. In the faithfu! 
discharge of these duties it is ever watch- 
ful that no imposition is practiced by un- 
worthy members, and that exact obedi- 
ence is yielded to the laws. It is aleo 
sedulous in requiring sand enforcing a 
high toned morslity and an upright walk 
ia life. Every Lodge enacts its own by- 
laws, which regulate the mutual obliga- 
tions between it and its membership, and 
possesses exclusive control over its own 
funds within their legitimate application. 
BENEFITS, 

The by-laws of a Lodge may be re- 
garded as a contract between the initiate 
and ihe Lodge; they define generally 
the reciprocal duties and obligations of 
each; they prescribe the amcunt of the 
eontribution levied upon each member 
to the ccmmon fund, and the amount of 
his claim upon it when sick or disabled. 
Ordinarily the tax does not exceed ten 
cents, Dor does the beyefit exceed four 
dollars per week. There are exceptional 
cases, where the Lodge exscts a larger 
premium and pays 4 larger weekly bene-

should jarisdiciion beentertained of euch 
grievances by the courts, it is balieved 
that it would be exercised to conalrain 
the tribusals of the order toa faithful 
administration of its lawa, 
MEMBERSUIP, 

The general qualification for member- 
ship is prescribed in the following words: 
No psrson shall be entited to adni'sajcn 
to the order except free white mates of 
goo moral character, who have arrived 
at the age of twenty-one years, and who 
believe in a Gupryme Laing, the creator 
and preserver of tas Waiverse,”’ ‘To this 
general qualification there are two 
special aud important additione—first, 
health of body and mind; second, lim- 
itation as to age. The propriety and 
absolute necessity of these  provis- 
ions will bs appareut to every con- 
siverate mind, as preventive of. the 
great inequslity and Iipjustice which 
would otherwise yesult in the dis- 
tribution of benefits. Every applicant 
for mewbersbip therefore oandid- 
ly disclose his sanitary condition, for, 
if concealment should be practiced, it 
will not ouly vitiate the cgontract be-

A SINGULAR AFFAIR. 


Arrest of a Respectable Elderly 
Man for Distributing © b- 
scene Documents, 


The Secord District Police yesterday 
evening arrested a very respectab’e 
man, of perhepa fifty years 
and giving his bame_ as 
[Thomas G. Melier, at the ino- 
-tance of a well-Enown eitizep, who 
charged him with diaiributing obscene 
documente. The circumsiances in the 
case are peculiar and give an insight inte 
a life of misery and shame that sre lor- 
rifying. 
Ihe attention of tho citizen whe 
sensed the arrest wee called to the eifal 
by his little daughter, who brought him 
one of the documents. She said thatan 
old gentiemea bad called her, given it to 
ber and told her to give it to 
he mama. She also stated, as was found 
to bs a fact afterwarde, that he bad stop- 
ed at the houses of the neighbors end 
ad lett one at each, always with chil- 
dren or females. 
The document in question is a sheet of 
paper about sixteem inches iong and 
tweive broad, closely printed on one 
side, in three columns, resembling the 
sheet of directions of testimonials of a 
patent medicine. It is beaded ‘Tie 
Everlasting fate cf Thomas Hageeriy,’’ 
and was superscribed ‘*‘ Woodford & Co., 
Kentucky, July 12, 1$42,’’ the date evi- 
dently being incorrect or not intended 
as that of the issuance of the document. 
Lhe contents are horrible—not so much 
for their obscenity, which is most vile, 
but for the story which is there 
told, and which bears on its face 
the imprint of truth so far = as 
the incidents if narrstes are concerned. 
[t details the history of the life of this 
Thomas Haggerty, who, to use the lan- 
guage of the document, ‘‘for a poor 
young man, stocd as fair as apy youth 
in the State or couaty. He wa: moral 
apd civil, respected by everybody; a 
good mechanie, he could tuto his hand 
io apy mechapicail art or skill. But this 
ia the fatal doom of despair of his mor- 
tal life.’ The document continues, (we 
eopy it to show the styiec): ‘*July 12 
1842, be was married to Catharine Evane. 
she was sixteen years old; raised in the 
ecuntry, in Woodford cousty. She was 


old Presbyterian. Catbarizve’s mild, 
sanctified waysa was what drew theat- 
tention of the young Haggerty. He 
thought if he got that kind of a giri he 
would be ahappy man all the days of 
his life, no cdds how poor she was. He 
was seeking for happiness in this life and 
the welfare of family hood. Now, he 
thought if be msrried that mild girl he 
would raige up 8 nice little family to ihe 
honor of God; but, my God, what is the 
result of the life that that man ias been 
led by the mild girl of Kentucky. Poor 


eight hours after he was tarried his 
everlasting docm of despair.’’ 

Then is detailed in language totally 
unfit for publication the doom ‘of des- 
pair’ of Haggerty. How his wife quit 
him, how, afier years, they met—to dod 
her wickeder than ever. How he moved 
to St. Louis, and there rejoined her—how 
they wentthonce to New Orileans,and her 
vile conduct. How she had him impris- 
oned and sent to the junsatic asylum, 
ete., are all minutely told, giving uames, 
dates end places with accuracy—maby 
which We resogn

sey and Main, the prisoner Mellen went 
to his room, No. 19 St. Martin street, 
where be was tracked by the citiz2n who 
had him arrested.

Mellen took the arrest coolly at first, 
but wished to know if he might put up 
a forfeit.

THE sTORM., 


Its Efficcis in Water Valley, 
Mississippi. 


The Water Valley Signal gives the 
following account of the severe storm 
that passed over this section of the coun- 
try: 

The severest wird and rain storm 
that ever passed through Water Valley 
since it bas been a city, was experienced 
last Monday night. Itcame up sidden- 
ly and the damaga done to our ci'y was 
greater than probably at present can be 
estimated. Towards evening a dense 
black cloud was observed in the horizon 
coming from the southwest, and at abeut 
half past eight the storm, being preceded 
by quick and continuous lightning, and 
very furious and heavy thunder, burat 
upon us with much fury, and increased 
in violence till towards midsight, 
when it reged in all its violence. 
Yesterday morning, when we made 
general reconboisance, we 
found that thse tenement house of 
Mr. J. Y. Goode, was blown down; an 
out house of Mre. Lovejoy was removed 
away from its position ; small out houses 
at the residences of Messrs. Gibbons and 
Eates were damaged; the Fair Ground 
fence was considerably demolished; the 
tin roof on the cottoa factory was blown 
off; the magnificent Round House bad 
part of ita roof tora off and one section of 
its brick.work is gone; the steeples of 
both churches are severely damaged ; the 
residence of Mr. Chapman is badly 
Pinjured and a log buildiag was blown a 
considerable distances away.

The contingencies affecting the Gold 
Premium appear to be so evenly bal 
anced that any wide fluctuations may 
perhaps be deemed improbable. The 
foreign trade movement retains the il'- 
balanced proportion between imports 
and exports to which we have before al- 
Juded. For the first three months of the 
year, the imports, at New York, were 
$20,500,000 above those for the same pe- 
riod of iast year; while the exports, 
specie included, were $12,000 000 less than 
in 1868: so that the Jarge amount of 
bonds sent out in Februsry and March 
caunot have more than sufficed to adjust 
the adverse balance on our foreign com- 
merece. If this disparity between im 
ports and exports be continued—and ai 
present it is growing every week wider,— 
we must stand prepared to ship freely of 
either bounds, or goid, or both. The price 
of gold must, therefore, depend very me- 
terially upou the extent to which for- 
eigners are prepared to take our securi- 
ties: and yet the export of bonds is st- 
tenced with liabilities and dangers not 
conducive to a permanently low premi- 
um. Toe offer of the Government to 
prepay the May aud July coupons, with 
rebate, is caiculated to hold speculation 
in check. Ia eff-ct, it places a very large 
amount of goid within reach of the 
market, awailing any inducement to 
draw it which would counterbalance the 
rebate of aix percent. Such an induce- 
ment would occurin the event of gold 
becoming 80 scarce asto command «a 
bigh rate of interest; or sgain, tm the 
event of the price advapeing to a point 


the Ist of July,in which case the cou- 
pous would be presented aud the 
throw on the market. Ina this view, the 
(ffer of the Secretary of the Treasury 
has a very direct tendency to hold auy 
upward tendeucy of the premium in 
check, and will be quite likely to defeat 
the atlempt usually made in the spring 
to compel mercantile borrowers of gold 
to pay Ligh rates of interest.
